At approximately 8»30 a.ra., August 7, 1968, I nMlwd a telephone call at 
«y boow from Alvin V, Ossr, who identified hlaeelf as the Assistant District 
Attorney of Haw Orleans, Louisiana, He stated be would like to cone to my 
residence and ask ay a few questions about the assassination of President 
Kennedy. 

I bad been awakened by bis call, and told bin it would be all right, and 
about 9«30 a.EU, August 7, 1968, Hr. Oser and an Englishman by the naae of 
Traw»y (unknown laet nows) ease to ay reeideno* and got os out of bed. 

Before the interview, I told Hr. Osar that I couldn't testify to anything 
that wasn't in tha Warrwn C o wart s alon report. He stated that be didn't want 
anything alaa. Hr. Osar used a tapa recorder to tape the interview, ilia 
questions pertained to ay position! to tha Piw aidant's position! to which 
way Governor Connelly wea sitting in relation to the President! and to what 
happened when they were shot. Me. Omar sins took a picture of aa with a 
35 wa cans re and stated that he would sand ns a subpoena September 10, 19681 
but, not to honor it until he oalled ne. 

I contacted Deputy Chief R. H» Winters on August 12, 1968, and he instructed 
ae not to honor any out of State subpoena until I could talk to the City 
Attorney and obtain his permission, or that of Chief Batchelor.
